Nowletvs ſee the iudgement of the moſt iudi.

tures. Fi: let vs heere the Councell of Dort,afſem- 
bled againlt this and the [ike errors, thus {pcaking,

not onelytemporall puniſhments, but aiſo ctetna)l 
both of ſouleand body. Secondly,Secing we could 
not make ſatisfaction, God of his infinite mercie 
hath giuen his onely begotten Sonne to become 
ſurctie for.vs, who thar he might fatisfic for vs was 
made linne and a.curle on the croſle for vs or in 
our ſtead, [Note for vs often repeated,in our ſtead, 
not for reprobates.]

naſius his Creed, And for our ſatuuion. Fightly, no 
Counce's conſelhon laith, He died for a/l, elect and 
reprobates. Auguſtine ſaith,Chriſt taking ſcule and bo- 
dre, purgeth ſonle aud body of all beleeners,Ninthly, if 
Chriſtdied tor reprobates, theſe abſurdities wou!d 
follow: firſt, Gods decree had bin weake : ſecondly, 
Chriſt had not attaincd to his purpoled cnds:third- 
ly, thcrefore ({ay they) we teſtifie betote God and 
his whole Church, that that forged lie wanteth 
eround, that Chriſt (houlY alſo die for the repro. 
bates, and that men are condemned for infideliric 
alone. In that phraſe, Chri# died for all ſufficiently, 
as the Schoole-men ſpeake, appeareth to be a bard 
forme of ſpeech. For if thou either reſpect the coun» 
ſell of God,ot the effect of his paſhon, or both, no 
wayes hath hedicd for the reprobate. Otherwiſe 
we conftcile that the oblation ot'Chriſt is of great 
force,that it might have bin ſufhcient to haue ſatis 
acd for infinite worlds (it ſo many had bin,)much 
more for euery ſingular man, 1f God would haue 
had compaſſion on all,or had ſent his Sonne for all. 
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Inthe third place ſhall follow learned Dr, Abtos 
Biſhop of Sarum,in his defence of Maſter Perkins, 
againſt Dr. Bi{h-p a Secular Prieſt, pag. 436. 437. 
Now Mr.B:/bop tels vs, that all Catholicks belecue 
with Saint Paul, that as Chriſtdied for all men in 


generall, ſo tor euery man in particu'ar, of his ex- _ 


cceding great loue towards mankind , But tell vs 
turther M. B:ſhap,was that all that Saint Pay/ weant, 
that Chrilt loucd him as all men, that he dicd tor 
him as he dicd for all men; . was this Pauls faith? 
Chriſt loved me as he loued ſudas the traitor, he 
dicdfor me as he died for Simon Magus. Ir is writ- 
ten of Eſzn, Eſau haze T hated; and ina patterne of 
all reprobartes it is (et forth tovs: and might E/aw 
lay as well as Paul, He loved me, and 3aue himſelfe fas 
ne? Auguſtine inthe firſt of thole articles that were 
falſly impoſed on him\,faith, In reſpect of the great- 
ncile and power ct the price, it is the redemption 
of the whole world, yet qucſionleſle che propettie 
of the redemption is onely theirs out of whom the 
Prince of the world iscaſt. Chriſt (ſaith D.Abvor ) 
in his death intended a price of ſuch extent and 
vorth,as ſhould be of power and abllicie to ſaue all, 
and thcrefore ſhould be offcred inditfferently to al'; 
. yet in loue he payed this price onely tor them,to 
whom in louec he intendee truit and benefit there- 
by. It be had loued all, he wouig kaue paid it for all; 
butToh.17:9.7 pray not forthe wor. and thcn out 
of Euſebins his hiſtory, he citeth the Church 0! 
Smyrna thus ſpeaking , He ſuffered for the number 
of all that were to be ſaued. Laſtly, thus proverly 
therefore to ſpeake of the intendmene of Chritis

death ; he diednot generally for all, but onely for 
| them rhatwere to be ſaued thereby. For the elect 
then, Chriſt hath died in a peculiar and ſpeciall 
wiſc, to giue to them the benefit that ſhould ariſe 
by his death;for them onely hath he giuen himſelfe 
in loue,with a purpoſe to make them partake of his 
loue.

France, cauſed Proper to write” to Auguſtine about 
cheir errors , affiming, belide other things,thar 
our Lord Ic{us died for all mankind, and that no 
manatall is exe:npted from theredemption of his 
blood. The Papiſts tooke vp this error; the Luthe- 
rans ſeconded them ; tie Dutch Arminians paſie 
them. Oneabſurditic bEnggranted, many toilow: 


fo many errors doaccompany-this grand one, 29

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by the Arminians may appeare: Firit,they ſay, that 
God firſt decreed to ſend his Sonne to ſave all man- 
Bnd'; and that by the antecedent will of God $S#- 
mon Magus and Simon Peter were equally deliuered 
vader a conaition of belecuing.

Now that Chriſt 
died of purpole ſufficiently te redeem all, theſe men 
reaſon, firſt, as a King offereth pardon to all Rebels 
that will lay downe their weapons; fo God by the 
preaching of the Goſpell offereth Chriſt to all;and 
therefore he muſt needs die tor all.To this Ianſwer 
with Moline, the greateſt part of the reprobates ne 
uer had the Goſpell preached to them. Secondly,l 
lay, that in the viſible Church though the word be 
ſcattered on diuers ſorts of grounds, Mat.13.3,45,6. 
yertof manycatied outwardly by the word , few are 
choſen, Math.20.16. and ſo conſequently tew are 
redeemed. The vnworthy houſe may be ſaluted;but 
if the Sonne of peace be not there, the ſalutation 
returnes voide, Math.1o.12,13. Luke 10.5,6. The 
treaſon hereof is, becauſe the Miniſter knoweth not 
who are eleted and redecmed, and who not. In 
T it. 2.11, the grace of God bringing ſaluation, is ſaid 
to appeare to all men. For theelets ſake the word is 
offered to whole nations, God inthe meanetiwe 
knowing 
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knowing who are his, and who wittkelecue, Ioh., 
6.64. Laſtly, che inward working ſpirit and grace 
is not giuen but to the Ele onely, whoſe heart 
God doth open,as he did Lydiaes, Afts 16.14.and thus 
Ged daily addeth to the Church ſuch as ſhall be ſaned, 
AQs 2447. 4nd a5 mny 4s art ordained to life do be- 
leene,Afts 3.48. To theſe alone the Spirit of God 
15 powertull as fire, Acts 2. 1,2, Chrilt knocking 
leaueth grace 1n the key hole, and opens the hearts 
of his, Cantic.5.1,2,3,Reuel.3,20, Hetaketh away 
the ſtonic hearts of his cle&, Ezek,11.19. by the 
power of his might,Ephel.1.19, Gods grace doth 
not work by the outward a/icinm,alluremet,of the 
Arminians,but is ſufficient for al Gods choſe, 2Cor 
12.8, Gods word way be reliſted, AR.7.51.but grace 
inthe elect cannot by reaſon be ouercome. He that 
calleth his is faithfull, and will alſo do it, 1,Theſſ.5.24. 
Secondly, they obie&, that Chriſt in the Sacra- 
ments is offered toall promiſcuouſly, as a table fur- 
niſhed,or elſe they are no Sacraments, Mat.22.1,2,3. 
To this I anſwer,that the benefits of the Goſpell 
in the word and Sacrawents belong to the repro- 
bates onely by inuitation,not by fruition. Vnbelce- 
uer3 are ſtrangers from Gods promiſe.The Sacraments 
may be true ſacraments though Chriſt be not there; 
the word and clements making a Sacrament,as Au- 
euſline truly obſcrueth, though the truite and the 
effect of thaISacrawent (which is another thing)be 
wanting. /ohn who giucth not the Spirit,yet giueth 
a true Sacrament, Math. 3.11. J#das (faith Augu- 
ſfine) did eate the bread of the Lord, not bread the 
Lord, As the werd ni8 mixed nith faith, profiteth ,

ro all, and not the death ot Chriſt ſuffered for all: 
and yer the Sunne thining on one Hemiſphere or 
part of the wo:1d,doth nor thine to the other : for 
we may not with ſome of the Fathers (againſt daſly 
experience) denie the Antipodes, I denie thar the 
Sunne of righteoninelle ſhineth on all, bur onely 
on thoſe that feare his name,that is,the ele& bclee. 
uers, Mal.4.2. Secondly, though by the ontward 
word he ſhineth on many a reprobate, yet doth 
not open their eyes to makgyfſeem ſee, as he doth 
his childrens eves,1.lohn 4 9. Dauids cyes,Plal.119 . 
:8. and the faithfuls eares, lob 33.16. 

Laſtly, they ſay, that all mankind are like cloſe 
barrels in the Sca, there is water enough if they 
would open themſciues.] I rue, there js an infinite 
fea of mercy with God,Plal.3z6.9.butthcclet of God 
do onely draw vp theſe waters,Efa, 12.3. The Lord 
by his free grace and Spirit bores a hole in our cloſe 
casks : he found the reprobate blind by that wilful 
fall in Adam,and cloſe ſhut vp; he is not bound to 
make them ſee, nor baund to mak? a vent in them 
tor the entrance of his mercies. But why then(wil 
you ſay) are infidels damned 2 I anſwer, that the 
prime cauſe of damnation in man, eſpecially.to 
them that neuer heard the word , is the breach of 
Gods law, Gen.2417n that ay thou eateſt,thouſhalt

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de the death; yt 1 conteile that infidelitic in 44:92 
was the chicetc cauſe of his fall, Gen.z.1,2,;. The 
breach of Gods jaw bringerh men to the cucte, Deu. 
27.26, Mcn are damned poalitively for breaking 
Gods law,Vath, 25.4 1,42. priuatiuely for vabeliete 
imply conlidered alone, He that hath not the Senne, 
hath not life,1.lohn 5.11. both policiuely and pri- 
uatiuely, tor a ſcornfuil reiecting of Chriſt, Ioh.;, 
13, and therefore the wrath-of God abiatth on them, 
lohn 3.16. The pofitiuc condeinnation is like 
thetr,murder,trealon, obiected to a malefactor; the 
priuatiue the not able to reade the Plalme of mer.

Obedion. Relurretion is common to all the 
ſonnes of Aaam, and that as a fruite of the death 
and reſurre&ion of Chriſt the Mediator. 

Anſw. The diftcrence of the relurreRion giues 
a ſufficient anſwer to this : for this reſurrection vn- 
to lite is proper onely tothe clect; it 15 the generall 
reſurrection that is common vato all. The elect ſhal 
be raiſed by Chriſt 'as a common head, giving lite 
vnto all his members ; but the wicked ſhall be rai- 
fed by him as he is God and Iudge of all, fo to bring 
them to iudgement. | 

Obiedt. It Chriſt had notdied,the wicked ſhould 
not haue bin raiſed. 

Anſw. There is no proote of this in Scripture; 
but ic is plaine, 1. Cor. 15. that reſurrection to life is 
proper to the elect as a truite of Chriſts reſurrec- 
tion: for ver.18. ſuch as riſe thus, are ſuch as ſleepe 
in Chriſt; and ver.40.they hauc heanenly boates, and 
ver. 43.they riſe to glorie,and they triumph ouer death 
and the graue. Chriſt ſuſtainesthe perſon of a head 
toraiſe his body,and ot a Iudge. The wicked are nor 
raiſed by the power of Chriſis reſurrection, bur ra- 
ther as he is God and Iudge of all - for it was an e- 
ternalldeath and torment which was threatned to 
Adams finne,Gen. 2.17, which ſentence how can it 
be executed by the great Iudge , vnleſle as aIudge 
by his diuine power he ſhall raiſe the bodie and 
zoyne it tothe ſoule, and ſo make them fit to re. 
_ torment ioyntly, as they ſinned toge- 
cher, 
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Oct. 1,Cor.15. As in Adam all die, ſoin Chriſt 
ſhall all be made altue; in both p:aces they lay, all the 
{onnes of Adam are meant, 

An(w.The Apoſtle in that Chapter piatnly com- 
pares Adam and Chriſt together, as two common 
rootes; and lo his meaning mult needs be: T hat as 
all receiue death fro Adam as a common root to all 


' his poſteririe;ſo Chriſt being a common rooteallo, 
* conueyes lite toall, ro wit, toallthat are his ſpiri- 


tuall otfpring,and ingraftcd into him by faith. It is 
abſurd and againſt common ſence and reafon, that

Th# i the commandement of 
God, that we beleene in his Sonne : all are commanded 
to beleeue in Chriſt, therefore he died indifferent.

Anſw. we inthe 19.20421,22.verſes aforegoing, 
is reſtrained to them onely| that are of the 11uth, and 
1ſſure their hearts before God, whole hearts may ac- 
cuſe themot lips and ſlidings, but not of flat inſt. 
Jclitie, grofle hypocriſie or protancneſle,who haue 
boldnetie towards God , | who by prayer receiue 

trom 
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from God whatſocuer they aske. Theſe things be- 
long tothe elect belecuers oncly: ſo in the {tricr 
lence doth this commandement properly belong 
to the elect members of Chriſt .
